Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  Citizens  of  Strafford: 

On  passing  by  schoolhouses  in  Strafford  recently, 
you  have  doubtless  noticed  the  new  signs  with  the  name 
of  the  school  and  town  plainly  marked.  These  were 
made  at  the  Bow  Lake  school  by  the  practical  arts 
class,  and  cannot  fail  to  interest  visitors  passing  along 
our  highways.  You  will  notice  also  that  a  beginning 
has  been  made  of  providing  playground  apparatus,  as 
recommended  in  my  last  report.  I  renew  the  recom- 
mendation that  these  advantages  be  extended  to  all 
the  schools.  Possibly  interested  individuals  or  organ- 
izations might  help  in  making  this  possible. 

Changes  in  our  working  force  include  the  retire- 
ment of  Miss  Ruth  B.  Whitcomb,  school  nurse,  and  Miss 
Lucy  S.  Chase,  teacher  at  Perkins  school,  their  places 
being  taken  by  Miss  Margaret  McDonald,  R.  N.,  and 
Mrs.  Edna  L.  Young  respectively.  Arrangements  have 
now  been  made  to  have  our  school  nurse  serve  the  ter- 
ritory within  the  Union  only,  resulting  in  greater  econ- 
omy of  time  and  efficiency  in  administration.  This  will 
make  an  ideal  permanent  plan. 

Our  schools  have  been  co-operating  in  the  nation- 
wide George  Washington  Bicentennial  celebration  by 
planting  memorial  trees  furnished  by  the  State  For- 
estry Department  and  by  special  exercises  in  the 
schools.  They  also  have  done  their  part  in  the  official 
New  Hampshire  Daniel  Webster  celebration  by  dis- 
tributing commemorative  medals. 

Our  school  systems  have  an  unusual  responsibility 
in  times  like  the  present. 
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1.  To  practice  unusual  economy.  This  applies 
to  school  officials,  teachers,  pupils,  and  those  who  fur- 
nish materials  and  services  for  the  schools. 

2.  To  preserve  the  health  and  happiness  of  the 
children  from  physical  impairment  and  mental  de- 
pression. In  this  the  work  of  the  school  nurse  is  more 
necessary  than  ever. 

3.  To  prolong  the  period  of  education  as  long  as 
possible,  so  that  untrained  boys  and  girls  may  not  add 
to  the  labor  surplus. 

4.  To  emphasize  the  ideals  of  creative  work  and 
craftsmanship  through  the  fine  and  the  practical  arts. 
We  may  have  an  over-production  of  machine-made 
goods,  but  there  will  always  be  a  demand  for  the  crea- 
tive work  of  real  artists  and  handicraftsmen. 

5.  To  prepare  for  the  return  of  prosperity  by 
keeping  the  efficiency  of  the  schools  unimpaired. 

Our  forefathers  established  the  public  schools 
while  wrestling  with  the  hardships  of  the  wilderness. 
With  equal  prudence  and  determination,  this  genera- 
tion can  carry  them  on.
